in proving Alice Mitchell insane. They 
piled u dozen pulions on Osiia in cumu- 
lative testimony, but this morning 
there was a sudden balk in tho pro- 
ceedings when the attorney-general 
objected to the reading ol the hypo- 
thetical case.

Discovery of an Anarchist Plot to 


Destroy tho 


BOURSE AND THE P&L4CE OP JUSTICE 


In Revenge (or the Execution ol Rava- 


chol, the Arch Dynamiter «nd Mur- 


der—The Police Inclined M 


Doubt the Story. 


PARIS, July 23.— The Figaro asserts 


that an anarchist plot lias been discov- 
ered to destroy the bourse and tho pal- 
ace of justice with dynamite. The po- 
lice give no confirmation of the story, 
but it la known that over sines the exe- 
cution of Ruvachol the authorities havo 
been keeping a vigilant lookout for any 
attempt at outrage. It la known that 
Ravachot, up to the moment of his 
death, expected that an attempt would 
be made to rescue him, and it is be- 
lieved that he had secret information 
to that effect from his fellow-anarchists 
in Paris. 


The authorities have learued, it is 


said, that there was actually a scheme 
to rescue Ravaohol, or atleast interfere 
with his execution, and that it was only 
defeated by the thorough preparations 
made before tho execution to prevent 
his death the anarchists are plotting 
some signal vongeanco that would 
ntartle Franco and Europe, and there- 
fore the public arc not inclined to look 
upon tho Figaro report as a canard. 


Notwithstanding the rumors ol an- 


archist vengeance the authorities are 
convinced that tho execution of Rava- 
chol has had a good effect, and that 
many of the anarchists have beon awed 
at least into silence by the evidence 
that the authorities were not afraid 
to

upon the arch dynamiter and mur- 
derer.

Pension Agent Clements nt Chicago 


lias received from tbe authorities at 
Washington a statement ot the pensions 
paid during the last year and a compari- 
son of the sums paid daring tbe adminis- 
trations of President Uarnsun and Cleve- 
land. The repi.rl fihmve Lhar, during the 
year past 311,58!) pensions were paid, 
amounting to $U9,1KVJ87.24, and there 
are now 817,828 oases pending. In 1891 
the total number of pensions on the roll 
throughout the country was 070,160. 


From Morob, 1885, to June, 1888, under 


the Cleveland administration the total 
number of certificates issued amounted 
to 334,107 and salaries paid (o disburse 
the fund amounted to $8,106,41U.86, or 
on an average ot $24 24 per certificate, 
making 72 9-10 cents for eaoh pension. 
The amount distributed during that 
period was *237,685,804 77. 


Under the Harrison administration, 


from March, 1880, to June, 1802, the fol- 
lowing figures are given: 
Number ot 


certificates issued, 75U,(303; salaries paid 
for distributing, $8,43J,37G.40; average 
costs for salaries issuing each certificate, 
S 11.10. The total amount disbursed for 
pensions during that period aggregated

OPERATION. 


Major Towne's Pour Ribs Removed, 


and His Klght Lung Exposed. 


Surgeons E. W. Andrews and 1). W. 


Drary, of the medical Board ot Pennion 
Examiners, have performed a remarkable 
surgical operation on Major O 0. Towue 
the veteran who has been under their 
charge for some time. Major Towne re- 
sides at Argyle Park near Chicago, and 
has been confined to his bod for nearly a 
year from a growing abscess in his right 
'ung 
Two months apo the lung was 


opened and the- abscess out and drained 
Major Towne began to recover rapidly 
bat recently his condition became worse, 
a continual discharge from the Inng 
bnJlling the skill of the surgeons. 


Last Sund.iy Dr Andrews determined 


upon another operation. Ho proposed 
opening the cavity in the Inng to better 
drain the diseased spot. After tho sur- 
geons had made an incision they found 
almost the entire lung diseased and ac- 
cordingly went further than they at first 
intended and removed the fourth, flfth, 
sixth and seventh ribs 
Thia opening 


wns large enough to admit the surgeon's 
two hands. In this cavity the surgeon's 
found a great quantity of stony substance 
some of the pieces being as large as 
marbles and ae hard as stones while that 
which was in the bottom of the cavity 
was as line us sand 
The walls ot tho 


cavity were also covered with the etony 
substance 
Every particle of tho stone 


was removed and tho wound covered up 
and dressed 


Twenty-four hoars after Mnjor Towoe 


had improved wonderfully and yesterday 
be was feeling better than for some 
weeks. Dr. Andrews eays the caae IB the 
most remarkable one he ever handled 
and nothing of its like has been reported 
in the medical annuls.
